An emphasis on quality is, in fact, the strategy 
Japanese calculator manufacturers say they will adopt 
to meet their new competition.

Kennedy International Airport 
in New York when it struck a 
flock of seagulls during take-off, 
causing an engine to burst into 
flames and fall off the wing.

But aircraft-bird collisions are

The Audubon and Humane 
Societies agree that America’s 
huge bird population must be 
controlled, but so far no method 
that is acceptable to bird-lovers 
or that is completely effective 
lias been found. 
The use of recorded bird 
distress signals or loud noises to 
scare off birds has proved 
inefficient since the birds either 
move to a neighboring area or 
return to the same area as soon 
as the noise ceases.

distribute poison at a nearby 
garbage dump that attracts the 
gulls was shelved after the 
National 
Society 
for 
the 
Prevention 
of 
Cruelty

Animals pointed out that the

other animals. 
Also controversial, but ap­ 
parently more successful, was 
the Army’s spraying of millions 
of starlings and grackles near 
Fort Campbell, Ky., last year 
with a wetting agent that made 
them succomb to low tem­ 
peratures. 
Almost everyone agrees that 
the ultimate solution is to come 
up with some sort of avian birth 
control pill. Until that happens, 
we can only hope that the birds 
don’t turn vicious the way they 
did in the 1963 Hitchcock movie 
of that name.

Product Safety Commission to 
prevent the commission from 
continuing 
to 
release 
"m isle a d in g , 
in co m p lete, 
inaccurate 
and 
unfair” 
in­ 
formation relating to the safety 
of household aluminum wiring. 
The company charges that 
this information has caused 
numerous 
local 
government 
agencies to ban or propose to 
ban aluminum wiring and has 
led contractors to stop buying 
the product, 
Whether this suit is in the 
public interest as well as that of 
Kaiser 
stockholders 
is 
for 
qualified, impartial experts to 
decide But it does suggest that 
companies are no longer as 
willing as they once were to roll 
over and play dead to please 
consumer activists. 
A better illustration of this 
turnabout is a “public interest” 
law firm in California, the 
Pacific Legal Foundation, which 
has scored notable successes 
against environmentalists and 
others, according to Barron's 
magazine. 
The 
PFL has 
balked en­ 
vironmentalists trying to halt 
construction of a Trident missile 
base and a flood control and 
irrigation dam on the American 
River, and has knocked down 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s "m aster plan" to force 
cars off California’s streets and 
freeways. 
Since its founding m 1973, the 
PFL has won 25 out of 40 cases it 
has argued and 15 are still 
pending. It has yet to lose a case

The Peons of Florida (Cont'd) 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON- Down on the 
corporate farms of Florida are 
found some of the nation’s most 
oppressed workers, bent over 
the tomatoes which they pick for 
a penny a pound. 
Often they wind up a week’s 
work with barely enough money 
to pay for the food, rent and 
booze which sustain them for the 
week. Some don't earn enough to 
pay what they owe the straw 
boss who hoick them in virtual 
bondage. 
We sent our reporter Hal 
Bernton to Florida to investigate 
complaints of peonage Posing 
as a 
drifter, 
he infiltrated 
migrant 
worker camps and 
spent nearly a week in the fields 
We 
published his first 
in­ 
stallment in an earlier column. 
Here is the rest of his stark 
story:* 
He 
picked 
tomatoes 
with 
miserable, 
ragtag men and 
women who were resigned to the 
hardships they endured The sun 
blistered the backs of their 
necks, the constant stooping left 
them with excruciating back 
pains The pesticides from the 
tomato leaves got on their hands 
and arms, sometimes causing 
bad rashes 
For their labor, they received 
three poor meals a day, a bottle 
of wine to kill the pain and a cot 
in a tiny compartment that 
reeked of wine and urine. The 
charges were deducted from 
their paychecks, leaving them 
with $10 to $15 to last the rest of 
the week Some never got out of 
debt and started the next cycle 
by borrowing $5 from the straw 
boss on payday. 
Some workers skipped meals 
in a pitiful attempt to keep from 
srnking deeper into debLOne old 
fellow, who left 
Pennsylvania 
years ago after his wife left him, 
had worked on the same farm 
since April. It was long enough 
for him to slide $400 into debt for 
foodand wine. 
We are withholding the names 
of the victims to spare them 
from retaliation. For the straw 
boss, a tough customer with a 
ferocious Doberman Pincher, 
rules the fields with an iron 


hand He roars around the farm 
in a sporty blue Jeep, keeping a 
sharp lookout. 
This is what life is like on one 
farm of the great Duda and Sons 
agriculture 
em pire, 
which 
stretches 
from Australia to 
Europe 
The 
stoop laborers 
usually put in a backbreaking 
day. 
In the evenings, 
they 
huddle 
around 
camp 
fires, 
seated on empty oil cans, to talk 
and to drink wine. 
They were a motley group. 
One man had a freak foot with 
eight toes. He slit his tennis 
shoes to accommodate the extra 
toes. Another had one eye closed 
in a perpetual blind squint. A 
third 
wore 
filthy 
rags 
for 
clothes 
The women around the camp 
fires were prematurely aged, 
teeth missing, hair cropped. The 
fields 
were 
no place 
for 
cosmetics and long hair 
As the dusk deepened, the 
people around the camp fires 
talked They told of the terrible 
cold spell earlier in the season. 
They wrapped themselves in 
their rags in a futile attempt to 
keep warm. One old man spent 
every frigid rught huddled next 
to an all-night bonfire, afraid 
that if he went to bed he might 
freeze to death.

Rural 
Legal 
Services finally forced Duda to 
install electric heaters in the 
miniscule living compartments. 
Bernton saw check stubs which 
showed the cost of the cheap 
heaters had been deducted from 
the workers’ pay, They were 
given the dubious promise that 
the money would be refunded 
when they turned in the heaters 
Yet it was the summer that 
the pickers complained about 
most Then the camp m invaded 
by hordes of mosquitoes, which 
sting every exposed spot of 
flesh The workers were com­ 
pelled to wear long winter 
clothes to ward off the insects. 
At night, the mosquitoes would 
slip through holes in the screens 
and cracks in the doors to attack 
the sleeping workers, who would 
build Ares inside their rooms to 
smoke out the mosquitoes They 
preferred to gag on the smoke 
rather than suffer from the 


responsible for this slight but 
nevertheless welcome reduction 
in fatalities was lower speeds, 
says the council.

THE FOOD STAMP 
•RIP-Off 
THE FOOD STAMP "rip-off" 
may not be as bad as some 
politicians and many consumers 
think it is, according to the latest 
survey by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. 
Almost all the nation’s food 
stamp recipients really 
are 
eligible to receive the coupons 
they are getting, although about 
one-fourth of the nonwelfare 
recipients are getting more than 
they should, the study shows. 
In addition, some people who 
are eligible for food stamps are 
not getting them, the USDA 
audit found. 
The errors amount to $160 
million in overpayments to the 
eligible. This is partly offset by 
$21 million in benefits which 
were denied to those families 
which were eligible, the USDA 
reports. 
The report which covered the 
last half of 1974 was more 
specific than was a similar 
report for the first half of 1974 
which 
concluded 
that 
$575 
million had been lost through 
overpayment and that frauds 
had brought the losses to about 
$740 million a year. 
The new figures are more 
reassuring, though as the ad­ 
ministrator of the food stamp 
program admits, there still is 
room 
for 
considerable 
im­ 
provement in the monitoring of 
the plan in many states 
Despite abuses and errors, the 
food stamp 
plan has 
been 
basically a good one. Until the 
need for it can be eliminated by 
a 
combination 
of increased 
employment for those able to 
work 
and a better welfare 
system for those who cannot 
work, we probably will have to 
keep it. And that is why those in 
charge of it must do the best job 
on it that is possible.

Gasoline prices have tumbled 
at pumps across the country, 
providing bargains for con­ 
sumers and problems for some 
service station owners who say 
they can’t afford the cuts.

Associated 
Press survey on Wednesday 
showed scattered reports of 
price wars, particularly in the 
West and Midwest with motor­ 
ists switching stations at the 
drop of a penny. 
Prices for regular gasoline 
generally range from 45 to 60 
cents a gallon, several cents 
below last fall’s levels and, in a 
few instances, even cheaper 
than last March. 
Phil Noman is the manager- 
lessee of a Gulf station in Los 
Angeles. He has a self-service 
island where gasoline is 54.9 
cents a gallon and a full-service 
operation with gasoline at 58 9 
cents. 
Noman said his prices have 
come down since last Septem­ 
ber, partly because of a de­ 
crease at the wholesale level. 
“Gulf dropped a penny, and I 
dropped another penny,” he 
said. 
Is there a gas war? “You 
better believe it,” said Noman. 
“Around my station are two in­ 
dependent stations where you 
get gas for 51.9 and you get a 
free carwash.” 
Most dealers said the price 
cuts were due to decreases at 
the wholesale level. Industry 
and government experts attrib­ 
ute the drop to an abundant 
supply 
of gasoline resulting 
from conservation efforts, eco­ 
nomic conditions and a general­ 
ly mild winter that enabled 
companies to cut production of 
heating oil. 
The major oil companies tra­ 
ditionally sold excess gasoline 
to independent operators for 
less than they charged their 
franchised dealers. The pattern 
changed during the gasoline 
shortage and brand-name gas 
often was cheaper than fuel 
sold by 
independents 
Now, 
franchised dealers are again 
paying — and charging — high­ 
er prices 
A few service station man­ 
agers. including Noman, said 
they felt the oil companies 
were deliberately trying to hurt 
franchised operators.

In an effort to meet 
competition from self-service 
independent stations who are 
charging as little as 45.9 cents 
a gallon, Talley dropped retail 
prices by two cents. 
He said he was suffering 
from the price cuts. “It’s run­ 
ning us out of the market,” he 
said "The credit card custom­ 
ers are the only thing holding 
us ...” 
Don King, the owner-operator 
of a Shell station in Columbia, 
Mo., agreed 
“They’re butch­ 
ering us,” he said of the inde­ 
pendents who are selling gaso­ 
line at 47 9 cents a gallon. 
King’s price for regular gaso­ 
line is 56 9 cents a gallon at the 
full-service area and 52.9 cents 
at a pump-your-own section. 
King said that his monthly 
gasoline sales dropped from 
40,000 gallons a month last year 
to 20,000 gallons by the start of 
1976. He said introduction of the 
self-service pumps in January 
boosted sales to 30,000 gallons a 
month, but added that the re­ 
tail price at these pumps is 
only about half a cent above his 
wholesale price.

“There’s in­ 
tense price competition going 
on, but we’re still pumping 
about half the gas we used a 
year ago.” 
Bill Gorman, a Pittsburgh 
Amoco dealer and president of 
the Retail Gasoline Dealers As­ 
sociation, said he has cut his 
profit margin on gasoline from 
10 cents a gallon to one or two 
cents. Gorman is selling regu­ 
lar gasoline at 56 9 cents a gal­ 
lon, about seven cents a gallon 
higher than area independents. 
“Some of the dealers in our 
group are going belly up," said 
Gorman. “They have lost 80 
per cent of their volume ... You 
can’t ask the customer to pay

Other dealers were bitter 
about lost customers. 
“The trouble is, there’s no 
loyalty anymore,” said A1 Ca­ 
sey of Casey’s Auto Service in 
Rensselaer, N Y. Casey, who 
sells both Shell and Mobil, 
added: “I’ve gotten friendly 
with a lot of my customers 
over the last seven years.

It almost sounds 
like vitamin E is a cure-all for 
anything that could possibly be 
wrong. Although it would be nice 
if these things were true, they 
are not — for humans at least!

In humans, although a small 
amount of vitamin E is needed 
for good health, the lack of 
vitamin E does not cause any 
specific symptoms. For this 
reason, adding more vitamin E 
does not cure any symptoms. 
The 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration 
takes 
the 
position that healthy people who 
eat well- balanced meals do not 
need to take vitamin E sup­ 
plements. A large amount of this 
vitamin is found in whole grain 
breads and cereals, leafy 
vegetables and oils. 
Many of us also take large 
doses of vitamin C to help 
prevent and cure colds. Vitamin 
C may really do these things, 
and then it may not. No one has 
proven that it does or does not. 
But these large doses of vitamin 
C may be harmful to your body 
in other ways which have 


nothing to do with colds. In some 
people, 
large amounts 
of 
vitamin 
C 
may 
encourage 
kidney stones to form. Taking a 
much larger amount of vitamin 
C than your body needs may 
cause you to actually need a 
larger amount of vitamin C. The 
reco m m en d ed 
d ie ta ry 
allowance for vitamin C is 45 
mg. per day for most adults. A 
four- ounce glass of orange juice 
contains about 50 mg. of vitamin 
C, hal a small grapefruit con­ 
tains about 40 mg. of vitamin C 
and one green pepper shell 
contains 128 mg of vitamin C. So 
you can see that it is not hard to 
get quite a bit of vitamin C from 
your food. 


So you can see that vitamin E 
and C, although necessary, are 
not the cure-all that many 
people believe that they are.

(AP) — Strict regulation of mo­ 
bile home park operations was 
stripped from a comprehensive 
measure by the Missouri House 
Wednesday and the sponsor of 
thp crippled bill withdrew it 
from further consideration. 
The House also killed a bill 
aimed at determining the pre- 
velance of controversial “red­ 
lining” by lending institutions 
in the metropolitan areas of the 
state. 
But the chamber gave tenta­ 
tive approval to a bill that 
would require a notarized state­ 
ment of a car’s mileage when 
the ownership is transferred. 
The sponsor of the mobile 
home proposal, Rep A1 Muel­ 
ler, D-St. Louis, said he would 
not pursue the measure without 
the inclusion of some type of 
code for landlord-tenant rela­ 
tions in mobile home parks 
“There are abuses on both 
sides,” the Consumer Protec­ 
tion Committee chairman said. 
In addition to setting up the 
guidelines 
for 
mobile home 
park operations the bill also set 
standards for manufacture of 
mobile homes in the state and 
required the Missouri Public 
Service Commission to enforce 
thos manufacturing standards.

A. Clifford Jones, R- 
Ladue, attacked the bill as one 
which establishes “an exclusive 
class of people who have the 
highest pensions in the state.” 
But the Senate approved the 
measure 23-7. 
Sen. Albert Spradling, D-Cape 
G iarardeai^ sponsored the two 
malpractice 
insurance 
bills 
which are designed to decrease 
the amount of money physi­ 
cians must pay for medical lia­ 
bility insurance. 
The bills would tighten the 
statute of limitations for minors 
who are seeking claims against 
those in the medical field, and 
would give the Board of Heal- 
, ing Arts greater authority in 
determining the competence of 
those practicing medicine. 
Also sent to the House was a 
measure which requires per­ 
sons seeking reinstatement of 
their drivers' licenses which 
had previously been revoked to

For the second year in a row, a team coached by a man named 
Oookson has given a slow- it- down opponent a lesson in high school 
basketball- Southeast Missouri style. 
IlYe Scott Central Braves are the latest team to pull the trick, 
blasting Wright City 80-54 at Flat River Wednesday night in the 
quarterfinal round of the State Class 1-A Tournament. Coach Ronnie 
Cockson and the Braves headed for Columbia today, where the 
squad will prepare for Friday afternoon’s semifinal game against 


Drexel, set for 3:06 p.m.. at the Heames Multipurpose Building on 
the campus of the University of Missouri. 
The contest was almost a carbon copy of the Class A quarter- final 
game last year, when Carroll Cook son’s Advance Hornets Masted 
Crocker 80-60 enroute to the state championship. Like the Hornets 
did a year ago, Scott Central put the game away early, then toyed 
with Wright City in the second half. 
‘‘We wanted to shock ’em early," said the younger Cookson after 
last night’s victory over the Wildcats, who were 22-7 going into the 
game. "But I had no idea we would get such a big lead that soon.” 
Coach Cookson was talking about the Braves' big first half, which 
saw them lead 45-21 at the intermission. Although coach Dave 
Gerdeman and the Wildcats had heard about Scott Central’s full 
court press, Wright City had apparently not seen one in the flesh. 
Scott Central opened up with the press right off the bat and forced 
the Wildcats to turn the ball over on their first three possessions. 
They finally broke their scoring drought with 5:40 to go in the 
opening period, but the Braves were already well on their way to a 
10-2 lead. 
Wright City’s rone defense was futile in its efforts to stop Scott 
Central’s one- two outside shooting punch of Otto Porter and Frog 
Williams. Williams, who played with a sore ankle, was left wide open 
for a 15- foot jumper time after time by the Cats, who apparently did 
not know that in Southeast Missouri, a 15- foot jump shot is con­ 
sidered a good percentage shot. Williams scored four of the Braves' 
first six points and finished the game with 15. 
But it was 6-3 senior Otto Porter who really frustrated the Wild­ 
cats Porter put the ball in from all over, scoring most of his 41 points 
on long baseline shots and offensive rebounds. Left wide open from 
his favorite spot, number 35 drew oohs and ahs from even the Wright 
City fans with his long set shots and jumpers. Porter rebounded well 
on both ends of the court, as he, Ricky Thomas and Steve Mills 
dominated the boards against a Wright City frontline that measured 
64», 6-3, and 6-3. 
Surprisingly, the Braves did not shoot the ball particularly well 
while rolling up their eight- point lead early. But they caught fire 
toward the end of period and were ahead 20-6 with two minutes to go. 
The only dark spot of the quarter was Mills’ third foul late in the 
frame, which put the Wildcats into the bonus situation They canned 
enough freethrows in the final minute to make the score 24-13 after 
the end of the opening eight minutes 
To show that their torrid shooting in the latter part of the first 
quarter was no fluke, Scott Central continued to pour it on in the 
second frame The Braves put in the first nine points of the quarter 
to pull ahead 33-13, and by the time the second period had reached its 
midway point, the white- clad Braves were ahead 39-15. Only then 
did Coach Cookson feel it was safe to send a substitute into the 
lineup, and sophomore Johnny Porter, Otto’s younger brother, was 
sent in to replace Mills. Scott Central led 45-21 at the intermission, 
and the only question left to be answered seemed to be, “Will they 
score 100?" 
The answer proved to be no. Coach Cookson wanted to keep his 
boys running and keep the momentum in their favor, but the men on 
the court seemed content to sit on their lead and take it easy on the 
Wright City boys. The Braves continued to press, as they did the 
entire game, but it was merely a token defense that they put up 
against the Wildcats. For the first time in the game, the Cats were 
able to work the hall in to 6-6 Bill Hollenbeck, who finished the 
contest with 18 points to lead the losers Wright City also continued to 
cash in on their freethrow attempts, keeping the already em- 
barassing score from getting any worse The Wildcats outshot the 
Braves 20-4 from the line. 


Porter continued his assault on the basket in the fourth period 
before being taken out with two minutes to go, when he received a 
standing ovation from the Scott Central crowd. Other members of 
the team received similar hands upon exiting the game as Cookson 
worked a few of his reserves into the lineup in the closing minutes. 
Steve Mills finally got back into the contest and scored twice in a 
row, high only points of the night, to give the Braves a final 80-54 
advantage. 
The play of Ricky Thomas and Keith May was not as spectacular 
as that of Porter and Williams, but the steady pair of seniors were 
equally important in Scott Central’s impressive victory. Thomas 
wound up the game with ten points, many coming off hook shots and 
rebounds, and was a big factor in the rebound department as well. 
May, who hit two of three field goals attempts, passed up many high- 
percentage shots in order to get the ball to a teammate underneath 
in a better position. It was also May's hustle that helped make the 
Scott Central full- court trap such a devastating defensive weapon. 
Wright City, realizing that their style of basketball wasn’t going to 
be enough, made a few comical attempts at a fast break of their own» 
late in the game. 
Only 6-3 
forward Terry Frye seemed to have learned anything 
from frustrating eveningof basketball. Frye took note of the Braves’ 
loi*{- shooting tactics and drilled several of his own in from long­ 
distance late in the ballgame. But the other Wildcats were content to 
move into the lane for an open jump shot or layup- - neither of which 
came very often. No wonder they hit only 17 field goals 
While the game was reminiscent of the Advance- Crocker contest 
of a year ago, there were also comparisons between this year’s 
Braves and last year’s Advance squad - comparisons which go 
much deeper than the fact that both teams are coached by Cooksons 
and that both wear «range Ronnie Cookson hopes that the parallels 


will have another twist to them after Saturday night, when, if all 
goeB well, the 1-A championship trophy will stay in the Cookson 
family.

TAMPA (AP) — As usual at 
this time of the baseball year, 
the pitchers are ahead of the 
hitters. 
Only this time the players 
are the pitchers and the owners 
are the hitters, 
The two sides meet again to­ 
day for the 26th time in a 
series of contract negotiations 
that has produced little prog­ 
ress. Whether either side is 
ready to reduce its demands at 
today's brief session or a long­ 
er one scheduled for Friday in 
St. Petersburg is debatable. 
"There’s no way to go now 
but to settle," said Tom Seaver 
of the New York Mets as the 
players savored a pair of court 
decisions that upheld an arbi­ 
trator's ruling granting free 
agent status to pitchers Andy 
Messersmith 
and 
Dave 
McNally. 
"The owners told us they had 
only a 30 per cent chance of 
winning in the appeals court. 
They were right. They loet, and 
now the players have what you 
might call the ultimate weap­ 
on," Seaver said. 
The latest court ruling left 
the owners with an appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court as 
their last recourse. 
“Do they want to try going to 
the Supreme Court and mean­ 
while not play ball or pay sala­ 
ries for two years?” Seaver 
wondered "The Supreme Court 
wouldn’t even hear the case — 
they don’t get involved in arbi­ 
tration matters, anyway." 
What the owners want — at 
least in their latest proposal 
Wednesday — is an agreement 
in which a player with six 


years of major league service 
could play out his option in his 
seventh year and become a 
free agent the following season. 
The catch in thfe proposal is 
that the club could retain the 
player’s services for up to two 
more years simply by offering 
him a contract for that length 
of time. The players’ associ­ 
ation says that's just another 
way of wording the owners’ 
previous proposal which would 
have given eight-year veterans 
the chance to become free 
agents in their 10th season 
after one option year. 
“It'i still 8-and-l no matter 
how you slice it," said Dick 
Moss, counsel for the players 
association. "They just tried to 
disguise it a bit." 
The major schism is still 
whether the rights won by the 
players in the landmark Mes- 
sersmith-McNally 
arbitration 
decision last December — i.e., 
that a player is bound to a club 
for only one option year beyond 
contractual 
commitments — 
can be stripped away retro­ 
actively in collective bargain­ 
ing. In fact, Mike Marshall of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers has 
announced his intention to sue 
the players’ union if such is the 
case. 
"The owners seem to think 
that there will be hundreds of 
unsigned players who will play 
out their option this year," says 
Marvin Miller, executive direc­ 
tor of the players’ association 
"I predict that there will be 
less than two dozen who will do 
it My proposal is that we put 
the reserve-clause issue aside 
and find out just how many 


players will play out their op­ 
tion.
